ceedings. 


SENATE. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
D . O . , D e c . 8 . — 
Bills introdaced and referred: 


By Mr. PendletoD, to provide for 
the transfer of claims from the de- 
partments to the court of claims; also 
to limit the time for the prosecution 
of claims b y or against the govern- 
ment of the United States. 


By Mr. Teller, to provide certain 
regulations concerning the manner of 
conducting elections for representa- 
tives in congress, and to punish vio- 
lations thereof. 


The vice president submitted a com- 
munication from' the secretary of vrar, 
recommending the action ot congress 
upon the estimate of the Mississippi 
river 
improvement 
commissioa of 
$13,000 for certain initial works. 


Mr. Davis, ot West Virginia,offered 
a 
resolution reciting that the consti 
tutional requirements about appor* 
tionment be made after each cen^a?, 
and 
instructing the secretary of the 
interior to communicate to the senate 
the returns of the population of the 
respective states of the 
Uoion as as- 
certained by the tenth census. Agreed 
to. 


On motion of Mr. Plumb, the sen 
ate bill for the sale as public lands of 
the Fort Lamed military reservation 
was passed. 


Mr. Paddock introduced a resolu- 
tion to enable the people of Dakota to 
form a constitution and state govern- 
ment, and for the admission ot the 
state into the Union in an equality 
with the ori^nal states. 


Mr. Randolph 
gave notice of the 
following amendment 
on the nature 
of the substitute to the bill for the 
relief of Fitz John Porter: 


Be it enacted, etc., that the presi- 
dent is hereby authorized, in his dis- 
cretion, to reinstate to the army 
Fitz 


John Porter, who was dismissed by 
sentence of court martial January 39, 
1863; provided, however, 
that such 
reinstatement shall 
give no higher 
rank than colonel on the retired list; 
provided, further, that said Porter 
shall receive no pay, compensation or 
allowances for ¡the time' interveniug 
between his dismissal and restoration. 
Adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


Newton M. Clements, member-elect 
from the Sixth 
Alabama 
district, 
qualified, taking the modified oath. 


On motion of Mr. Ryan, of Kansas, 
the senate amendments to the house 
bill authorizing the secretary of the 
interior to dispose of part of the Fort 
Dodge military reservation was con- 
curred in. 


Mr. McOook, of New York, 
intro- 
duced a joint resolution 
authorizing 
the president to place U. S. Grant on 
the retired list of the army, with the 
rank and pay of general, as a recogai- 
tion of his eminent services. Re- 
ferred. 


The senate bill passed with amend- 
ments removing the political disabili- 
ties of Mr. Herdkell, of Maryland. 


Subsequently Mr. Conger stated he 
understood the senate bill just passed 
had another object than the removing 
of the disabilities, and asfeed that it 
be retained on the speaker's table for 
the present. 
So ordered. 


Mr. Buckner, chairman of the com- 
mittee on banking, introduced the 
following as a substitute for thepend 
ing bill. I t was referred to the com- 
mittee on ways and means : 


Be it enacted, etc.. First, that in 
lieu of the bonds authorized to be irf- 
Buedby the act of July 14,1870, enti- 
tled an act to authorize the refunding 
of the national debt, and acts amend- 
atory thereto,the secretary of the ireas 
uryi» hereby authorized t> issue treai- 
ury notes of the United Stales in an 
amo unt of not more than 1600,000,000 
in 
denominations of not le>s than 
ten dollars, and bearing interei:>t at a 
raUe not exceeding four per cent, per 
annum, of which said notes not more 
than $60,000,000 shall 
mature 
each 
year from the date of their is:^ue, and 
said notes shall not be disposed of by 
the secretary of the treasury at 
leu than par, and the proceeds thereof 
shall be applied to the payment of the 
five and six per cent 
bonds of the 
United States maturing during the 
year 1881; or the secretary may ex- 
change said treasury notes for said 
bonds on such terms as he may deem 
mostad vantageouH to the United States 
Second, That the secretary of the 
treasury is authorized to make suit- 
able regulations for disposing of said 
treasury notes to the fc^st advantage 
to the government, and all expenses 
attending the tame shall not exceed 
one-fourth of one per cent of the 
notes so dispost^d of or exchanged.

on account ox the sinking fund of
